the one here mentioned. In fact, men with ag- 
gressive initiative are being sought to such an 
extent in today’s business world that undiscov- 
ered talent is searce, and that which has been 
brought to light, hard to secure, as well. 

Realizing thet he is only, one individual and 
has but one lifetime in which to do things, this 
creative man in the system selling fields feels 
that it is almost hopeless to attempt to acquire 
a working insight into the hundreds of different 
classes of business wherein he might be called 
upon to prescribe. Therefore, he contents him- 
self, first, with getting a thorough knowledge 
of the material parts which serve as the vehicle 
to contain the system he proposes—thence, thor- 
oughly schools himself in all sorts of indexing 
methods, and their application, and then, ac- 
quainting his mentality with the methods in 
vogue in a few representative manufacturing, 
jobbing, municipal, banking and other institu- 
tions, this clever man, by making the proper 
adaptations from the data at hand, and the 
benefit of his versatility in analogous cases, is 
usually able to give his customer a system which 
will not go down and out, but will prove the 
more practical the longer it is used. 

The Composite Man. 

As I said before, this composite man is hard 
to obtain. Men are to be had who are ‘‘long’’ 
on system, yet they cannot present their plea 
in an attractive enough manner to close a sale. 
Still others have the necessary persuasive power 
with customers to ‘‘make good’’ prior to the 
day the commission checks arrive, but both eus- 
tomer and house suffer because of the things the 
salesman didn’t know, or do, Still others, who 
have been successful sellers of commodities to 
dealers, immediately they enter the consumers’ 
field, take a drop. The dealer would ‘‘take a 
chanee’’ of buying an artiele—thinking he could 
get his money out of it, anyhow—besides, buy- 
ing and selling was his business. The consumer, 
the office man, on the other hand, may be en- 
tirely satisfied that his own present methods 
are all right, and the most of them are strictly 
‘*from Missouri’’ when the device man comes 
in. Even after they are convinced it’s a good 
thing, there comes up the question of the ex- 
penditure for a thing which they must always 
keep, and which they feel is constantly de- 
preciating,. 

Nevertheless, the average office device, prop- 
erly installed and working, could no more be 
separated from its owner than could his auto- 
mobile or dog. 

Compensations. 

Selling in this line, however, has its compensa- 
tions for the ambitious one. Besides the finan 
cial rewards, he is given the privilege of min- 
gling with individuals representative in their 
communities. 

The salesman experiences no monotony. No 
two days are alike—each dawn brings with it 
questions different from that of yesterday for 
him to solve. Most men, once they become in- 
oculated with the system line, remain in it, and 
if by chance they drift out, sooner or later the 
tide will bring them back to the ever restless 
shores of detail in its truest sense, 


The Failures. 


The man, possessed of an average education, 
fair horse sense, who fails as a salesman in the 
card index and filing field, can generally be 
counted upon as a failure in any field he is in. 
His weak qualities are lack of sand, lack of 
patience, lack of good personal appearance, lack 
of proprieties—in fact, a composite lack of 
TACT. 

Tact will always bolster up lack of knowl- 
edge, but knowledge, no matter how deep, won’t 
amount to anything as an asset without its main 
support, tact. 

Many of these latter foredoomed failures en- 
ter the ranks in this line, thinking the business 
is merely a furniture selling proposition and that

The position of the American manufacturer of 


office labor-saving devices is an enviable one, and 
care should be taken that we do not our 
reputation through neglect, indifference, or a 
too haughty method of conducting business. In 
the estimation of the buyers of office equip 
ment, our reputation and good name are based 
on the superior quality of the specialties which 
we manufacture; the ingenuity displayed in 
their construction; the honesty of the 
which we offer; and their ability to carry out 
the claims which we make for them. 

I think I am safe in making this statement, 
that no nation possesses commercial interests 
on a higher plane of honesty and none equals us 
in our capacity for doing business. Why then 
is it that we get such a small portion of the 
export trade? It cannot be possible that our 
manufacturers are not anxious to have a wide 
distribution of their goods, for there seems to 
be no end to the energy and ability which they 
display in reaching for trade in the domestic 
markets; no matter how brisk business is, it 
is seldom that orders are turned down; there 
is some way by which extra business is taken 
eare of. 

If this is the case, why then should a differ 
ent condition exist in our dealings with other 
nations? There must be some cause and it 
ought to be our purpose to study exactly what 
this cause is, what obstacle prevents us from 
sharing in a trade which, procured, we 
could hold ‘against all competitors, insuring 
as it does, all the recompense which business 
enterprise strives for in commercial transactions.

The Department of Labor and Commerce pub- 
lish weekly and monthly reports from the Con- 
sular Service which, if read with care, would 
soon convince the most skeptical of the interest 
existing in regard to American goods. Those 
reports are trustworthy, and recently the special 
agents who have been sent to make reports on 
various countries have gathered a lot of valu- 
able data which is at the disposal of all inter- 
ested; but there are companies in the United 
States whose importance is sufficient to send 
their own representatives to investigate and 
report on the conditions existing in countries 
from which they are not receiving orders, This 
is the proper method to get best results. It is 
more expensive, but the connections once formed, 
are more permanent and the business rightly 
established, if properly attended to, continues 
for years, 

A personal representative who should be pos 
sessed of the entire confidence of his firm, a 
man understanding every phase of the business 
he represents, qualified to act in any emergeney 
with the knowledge that his judgment would 
be sustained by his principals; if such a man 
goes through a new territory he needs to travel! 
slowly, and he will know more the second time 
he visits a country than the first. He will have 
to study the people, their methods of doing 
business, be liberal in his ideas and considerate 
in his manner. The man who thinks he ‘‘ knows 
it all’’ and who considers that everybody else 
is wrong except himself, is not suited for the 
position; but the man who ean take conditions 
as he finds them, and mould the people to his 
way of thinking will ultimately be successful.

Papyrus, which constituted the writing paper 
of the ancient and classic world for two thou- 
sand years, is about to come into use again in 
Italy. Italy, ‘‘the forgers’ paradise,’’ as the 
country is known in the financial world, has 
monopolized the manufacture of papyrus through 
its minister of finance, as well as the cultivation 
of the same, for henceforth the government will 
print its banknotes upon papyrus, which will 
make them absolutely inimitable. It will be 
used exclusively for the purposes of the cur- 
rency. 

The papyrus supply at present is very limited, 
and Sicily is the only place in all Europe where 
it is now found. The cultivation of the plant 
was a very important industry in the days of 
the ancient Romans and Greeks who continued 
to use it until the twelfth century for literary 
and correspondence purposes. 

The paper is manufactured from the pith of 
the semiaquatie plant and is of a white-brown 
color, something like our common brown wrap- 
ping paper. It is very tough and will last for 
years. 

* The absorption of this industry by the Italian 
government will undoubtedly be of inestimable 
advantage since it will prohibit forging.

How Can a Stationer Sell Loose Leaf Books? 


Commercial stationers should be interested in 
the best methods of selling loose-leaf books, as 
it is to their interest to increase their sale in 
order to increase their profits. The first and 
primal necessity for a stationer who intends to 
handle loose leaf books is to post himself some 
what (the more thorough the education the bet 
ter) on the science of loose leaf bookkeeping. 
He should not be satisfied to know that he has 
loose leaf books for sale, but he should know 
enough about the handling of these books to 
enable him to give the proper advice to a cus 
tomer who knows little or nothing in regard to 
the system, and needs to be guided correctly 
in order to be satisfied. 

The great advantage to the stationer in sell 
ing a loose leaf outfit is that the customer must 
necessarily return to him for supplies, especially 
when he represents any special make of binder 
exclusively, in the locality. This places him in 
a very inteftesting position, as it ties the cus 
tomer closely to him, and makes the necessity 
of knowing what you sell him in the first place 
more imperative. Without this knowledge, the 
outfit sold may not fit the business; it may not 
give satisfaction, and in that case the customer 
becomes disgusted with the loose leaf proposi 
tion and with the firm that sold it to him. 
Sometimes it is not possible for the proprietor 
to take this matter up thoroughly himself, in 
which case some person in his employ, best 
suited to this work, should be deputed to look 
after the loose leaf end of the business, and edu 
cate himself to that proposition. 

The next thing in importance is to have a 
proper display of loose-leaf goods in your store; 
many stationers think that all that is necessary 
in order to sell loose-leaf goods is to have one 
current binder and one transfer binder sample 
to show the customer how ‘‘the old thing 
works.’’ He does not realize that all his other 
goods are handsomely and attractively displayed, 
while he is selling one of the most important 
branches as a broker would sell from sample. 
You would not think for one moment of having 
in your stock one bound ledger to sell all bound

to your customers, as it is for you to have a good 
stock of bound books of the different sizes and 
rulings; and those who fail to present the goods 
in the proper manner can only blame themselves 
if they achieve but moderate success. 

Most stationers think that the entire gamut of 
loose-leaf bookkeeping is run when they sell a 
loose-leaf ledger. This is a great mistake, you 
are only touching the outskirts of the loose-leat 
proposition when you sell a firm a ledger. If you 
do not understand, and are unable to explain the 
advantages of the loose-leaf cash book, one of the 
grandest loose-leaf propositions ever presented, 
you will lose out, as book outfit usually 
runs much higher than a ledger outfit, and the 
firm that uses loose-leaf cash books in their busi 
ness, can never back to the 
antediluvian bound book. 

There are many other books 
leaf, and used by business houses, that it will be 
utterly impossible for me to enumerate. The

How necessary it must be, then, for you 
to post yourselves in regard to these matters, 
that you may be enabled to make the profit out 
of this business that there is in it; not merely 
place a sample outfit on your counters, and wait 
for some one to come in and buy it. 

Every stationer who lives in a city of any im 
portance whatever, should have a special loos 
leaf man on the outside, constantly hustling for 
business. This man also can handle the printing 
and regular book line and take stationery orders, 
and everything connected with the business, and 
should be considered your loose-leaf man. The 
great advantage of this lies in the fact that a 
man working the field will bring to you, or ob 
tain for you, the patronage of large concerns 
where the bills run into hundreds of dollars in 
stead of tens of dollars. It is a noticeable fact, 
especially in loose-leaf propositions, that thes 
firms will not go around to stationery stores 
looking up information, but expect to 
loose-leaf representative come to them, and aid 
them in their selection, by his knowledge of the 
business. 

These are the essential requisites for success 
That vou 


have a 


in handling loose-leaf goods. I assume 
are all hustling, pushing, energetic business men, 
and if you take up a proposition of this charac 
ter, it is with the intention of making money out 
of it. You should then not hesitate one moment 
to adopt every means within your power to make 
the most money out of it that can possibly be 
made. When the loose-leaf proposition is first 
taken on by a stationer, it is usually the ‘‘tail

The Advent of the Underwood Typewriter Company 
in the Duplicator Field 


Probably the most interesting bit of news we 
have to report this month to the Office Appliance 
fraternity is the fact that the Underwood Type 
writer Company, with general offices at 241 
Broadway, New York, have been preparing for a 
long time plans for the introduction of a new 
duplicating machine and its supplies. 

The machine to be manufactured and sold by 
this new branch of the Underwood company is 
somewhat similar to the present popular dupli 
eating devices put out by the several manufac 
turers, but it is claimed that many new features 
and accommodations are to be found on the 
‘*Underwood Duplicator’’ not found on others. 

The official title to the machine will be ‘‘The 
Underwood Revolving Duplicator.’’ 

The chief feature of the machine will be the 
new process stencil paper, known as the Under 
wood Flexible Stencil Paper, which requires no 
‘*silk backing’’ or ‘‘ protection sheet.’’ 

The stencil] paper is to be furnished in all sizes 
for the old style flat duplicators, and likewise 
ink can be furnished for the same machines, 
which is as good for either the Japanese porous 
sheet or a cloth diaphragm protective sheet. 

The Underwood Revolving Duplicator has been 
constructed with a revolving cylinder on the 
rotary or revolving principle with due regard 
to speed, simplicity, durability, quality of work 
and cleanliness. It is a light compact machine, 
weighing about 16 pounds. 

The copies on this machine are printed on the 
capillary attraction principle and as the tensions 
on the pressure roll are regulated by an equili 
brator pressure bar (one of the unique features 


| 


of the machine) absolute uniformity of the flow 
of ink is assured on all parts of the stencil, and 
perfect and even work is the result. 

The printing capacity is 8x17 inches, and 
sheet can be printed on anywhere from the top 
to bottom. The cyclometer counts all copies as 
they are printed while the adjustable cylinder 
enables the operator to raise and lower the copy 


at will. 

The long side paper guides make it almost 
impossible to feed the paper crooked, while the 
of ‘‘stripping wheels’’ and ‘‘ movable 
pins’’ prevents the paper from being torn and 
otherwise defaced, if the paper is fed through 
somewhat carelessly. 

The absence of any license restriction will par 
ticularly appeal to the purchaser who naturally 
resents buying a restricted machine. This fea 
ture alone should make hundreds of friends for 
the ** Underwood Duplicator.’’

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THE NEW INTERNATIONAL FACTORY. 


Plans for the new factory of the International 
Time Recording Company at Endicott, N. Y., 
have been completed. The building will be built 
on an ‘‘L’’ plan, each wing being 200 feet long 
and 50 feet wide. The north wing will be two 
stories and basement high and the west wing, 
two stories. It will be built of reinforced con- 
crete with tile roofs and cement floors. It will 
be fireproof throughout. A mammoth Diesel oil 
engine will furnish power and light through 
Westinghouse dynamos. The heating will be the 
hot air process and the ventilating apparatus the 
latest approved plan. Large windows on all 
sides will allow plenty of sunshine and light, so 
that there wil not be a dark corner in the 
plant. 

The arrangement of the factory will be such 
that there will be no duplicate handling of ma- 
terials or product. The lumber will come in the 
south end of the west wing and pass through 
the wood working, cabinet and finishing depart- 
ments, landing at the elevator, which will hoist 
the clock frames and racks direct to the assem- 
bly room on the second floor. The metal mate- 
rial enters the east end of the north building 
basement, where it is stamped and hoisted to 
the machine departments, through which it 
passes continuously to the elevator, where it is 
hoisted to the assembly rooms, where it meets 
the wooden work and is assembled together and 
passed to the inspection department on the same 
floor. When inspected and passed the assem- 
bled machines are dropped down the elevator 
to the shipping rooms and loaded direct into the 
cars, 

This arrangement is so planned that no part 
of the machines will be handled in any depart- 
ment but once and thus time and labor will be 
saved to a marked degree. 

The printing office will be on the second floor 
and the large battery of presses will be aug- 
mented by a cylinder and an embosser for high 
class work and advertising purposes. More 
Harris automatic presses will be added to the 
supply department and an entire new outfit of 
type and accessories put in. 

The offices will be located in the south end 
of the second story and will be finished in 
weathered oak and glass. The power house will 
be just west of the main buildings and lumber 
storage houses and drying kilns will be to the 
east in the angle. 

The surroundings of the plant will be beauti- 
fied with shrubbery and plants and the whole 
will present a pleasing view to visitors and 
workers. It will be ready for occupancy by 
September. 

Mr. Harlow FE. Bundy, the treasurer and gen 
eral manager, expects to make the plant one of 
the finest in the world. If the employes desire 
it, a restaurant and other conveniences will be 
arranged. The wash rooms and lavatories will 
be of the best, and it is expected that the re- 
lief association, composed of the employes of 
the factory, will engage in various forms of 
welfare work. 

As this factory will adjoin that of the Bundy 
Adding Machine Company, the two will make 
an imposing appearance, and be decidedly at- 
tractive, as both will be surrounded by parks, 
planted with trees, flowers, shrubs, walks, drives, 
fountains and other landscape features. It is 
the idea of the company to surround the em 
ployes with the best sanitary and health condi- 
tions, so that they will be satisfied in their 
work and thus be better workmen and better 
citizens.

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FIRST INTERNATIONAL SHORTHAND 
CONTEST. 


Under the auspices of the Eastern Commercial 
Teachers’ Association, assembled at its annual 
convention at Baltimore, Md., U. 8. A., April 
14, a shorthand speed contest was held for a 
gold medal. This contest was open to the 
world for shorthand writers of less than ten 
years’ experience, the winner being Mr. Sidney 
Herbert Godfrey, aged 28, of Chiswick, London, 
England, who was the only English competitor. 
Other contestants represented New York, Bal- 
timore, and Peoria, Ill. The dictation tests were 
each of five minutes’ duration, the average 
speeds being 1443-5, 1664-5, 1722-5, 191, and 
2002-5 words per minute. The highest num- 
ber of words dictated in any one minute was 
217, which occurred in the fifth minute of the 
fitth test. Contestants were allowed to trans- 
cribe any one of the passages read, and were 
penalized one per cent for each material error 
and one-quarter of one per cent for each imma- 
terial error. Mr. Godfrey selected the dictation 
given at 1664-5 words per minute, being an 
article from the latest issue of the Baltimore 
Sun. His transcript contained eight material 
and eight immaterial errors. The next highest 
competitor, Mr. Lafayette P. Temple, of Balti- 
more, transcribed the selection given at 172 2-5 
words per minute, making fourteen material 
and twenty-three immaterial errors. Each con- 
testant declared that the matter dictated was 
new and unfamiliar. A committee of fifteen 
distinguished stenographers had charge of the 
arrangements, including Chas. Currier Beale, of- 
ficial stenographer of the Superior Court of Mas- 
sachusetts (chairman), and Edward V. Murphy, 
who has for the past forty years been chief 
official stenographer of the United States Sen- 
ate. Among the consultant members of the 
committee were Mr. Bernard De Bear, of Lon- 
don, and Mr. Charles E, Smith, of Toronto. A 
second contest open to all without restriction 
was held for a silver cup. For this, matter was 
dictated for five consecutive minutes at the 
average rate of 2032-5 words per minute, but 
none of the contestants qualified. Ninety min- 
utes were allowed for the preparation of the 
transcription. At the end of the proceedings, 
Fred Irland, official stenographer of the House 
of Representatives, Washington, D. C., gave an 
exhibition of the highest speed writing on the 
blackboard. He succeeded in writing at the 
rate of 202 words in a single minute, and read 
back his notes in one minute and twenty-eight 
seconds with but one error. Four different sys- 
tems of shorthand were used by the competitors, 
the winner writing his notes in that invented 
by the late Sir Isaac Pitman.The silver cup will 
be offered again in open competition at the 
convention of the Eastern Commercial Teachers’ 
Association to be held at Boston, Mass., in 
April, 1907.

they can be as good ‘‘ order takers’’ as anyone; 
they soon strike the rocks, but not becoming 
wholly ‘‘stove-in,’’ continue hanging on by dint 
of jumping in as price-cutters on prospects about 
ready to be closed as the result of perhaps 
months of hard work by the true educational 
salesman, who has spent his good time and effort 
in developing the details of the scheme to be 
installed, and who is often robbed of his reward 
by the furniture cutting fellow. 

These last individuals could hardly exist were 
it not for the support given them by a certain 
class of buyers absolutely unappreciative of the 
service the educated system man renders them 
gratuitously, but have wholly in view the sav- 
ing of the dollar or two in price. 

Happily, the situation in this last respect 
seems to be improving—shopping for price seem- 
ing to be confined only to the cheaper class of 
hbuyers—the better ones realizing that first class 
service and goods, as given them by the com- 
petent salesmen and their houses, is an asset be- 
side which a small saving at the expense of in- 
ferior goods and poor service can make no show- 
ing—-the larger institutions and corporations 
finding it decidedly to their advantage to select 
one house giving the best values and attention, 
and confining their purchases thereto,

HARRY PRICE BAIRD. 
Born, Aug. 20, 1867—Died, April 4, 1906. 

Mr. Harry P. Baird was born in Bowling 
Green, Ky., August 20, 1867, and moved from 
there with his father’s family in 1876 to Louis- 
ville, Ky., and in the spring of 1881 his family 
took up a residence at Little Rock, Ark., gradu- 
ating from the Little Rock public schools in 
1887, after which he entered his father’s em- 
ploy, where he remained until 1891, at which 
time he accepted a position with the Smith 
Premier Typewriter Company, first as their agent 
at Little Rock, and later a traveling position 
for them on the road in Arkansas. 

His abilities as a salesman and manager at- 
tracted the attention of the company, and in 
1892 he was made manager of the same com- 
pany’s offices in St. Louis, which controlled all 
of the State of Arkansas, more than half of 
Missouri, about half of Illinois, a large part of 
Kentucky and a small part of Indiana. 

His success as manager for the Smith Premier 
interests is vouched for by all who ever were 
brought in contact with the office or his methods. 

His labors in St. Louis covered a period of 
some seven years, when his health failed him

and he returned to his home in Arkansas, but 
was soon after advised by physicians to visit 
Los Angeles for his health and after two years 
in that territory returned to his native state 
somewhat improved, and was again given the 
management of the Smith Premier typewriter 
in Little Rock, and in 1904 accepted the position 
as manager for the same company at St. Paul, 
Minn., from which city he passed away. 

Mr. Baird had a peculiar ability to attract 
the right kind of men to him that brought suc- 
cess, and to handle them in such a manner as to 
continue any success once started. His work at 
both St. Paul and St. Louis is well known to 
the fraternity, and there are many of his old 
salesmen and friends who will mourn his loss. 

The editor of Office Appliances had always 
cherished a great regard for our departed friend, 
and had the pleasure of knowing him quite inti- 
mately, considering him one of the strongest 
tyepwriter men in the country, and had his 
health been equal to his will, his position might 
have been considerably higher up the ladder of 
fame. 

Mr. Baird was the son of Col. Thomas W. 
Baird, of Little Rock, from which point the 
funeral took place.
